The convention Wednesday afternoon 


supplemented the resolution declaring 
a general strike on April 21 with an- 
other resolution authorizing the na- 
tional executive committee to declare 
a similar suspension of work at any 
time during tin year^ if the first strike 
does not secure the desired-end. 


President McBride then appointed the 


following committee on scale of wages 
upon which the organization will make 
its fight It is almost certain that this 
will be an increase over that of one 
year ago, when 70 cents per ton for 
straight pick mining in the Hocking 
Valley was made the basis, with estab- 
lished differentials for all the different 
mining regions and methods of mining. 
This basis will probably be 75 cents for 
th« next year.

Stephen. 


It was said of the late Sir James 


Fitzjames Stephen, of the high court of 
justice, who retired from the bench in 
1891, that 1") was the greatest author- 
ity on crin.lnal law that the bar has 
produced. 


The stories told of his severe utter- 


ances and of his gentle and merciful 
deeds would fill a volume, says the 
New York Sun. Although his manner 
was rough nnd his sentences invariably 
pronounced in a harsh voice, genuine 
distress always appealed to his kind 
heart and won his sympathy. 
His 


lordship never had the slightest hesi- 
tation in rebuking a barrister, of no 
matter how high standard..who failed, 
even for an instant, to respect the dig- 
nity of the court, or who took unfair 
advantage of a witness. 
And Sir 


James' 
rcbuircs were often more 


dreaded than the adverse verdict of a 
jury. On the other hand, lie would go 
fnr out of his way toassist a struggling 
young barrister who lacked onlv ex- 
perience. 


It wns said of him that he was n law- 


yer among literary men and a Hternrv 
man among lawyers. Uis speeches nnd 
his Ipg-nl decisions ran in a style that 
reminded one of Miicnnlay, whom he 
had cvidemly taken for his literary 
model. Mis literary sketches bear the 
stamp of a sound mind and good judg- 
ment. 
His first production was a 


series entitled: "Essays by a Harris- 
ter,'; which appeared iii the Sntimlav 
Review and secured for him a fo'othold 
in the Hternrv world. 
While on the 


bench many of his decisions and uttcr- 
nnci- were severely criticised. 


"1 should not believe a man on his 


oath." he oneo said, "who told me he 
did not enro for gelling on."

Mr. Hutehins 
also cited a number of authorities, say- 
ing substantially the same opinion was 
laid down in all the law vbooks bearing 
upon the subject that he had ever seen 
or heard of. 


Mr. Holcomb thinks he has authority 


to enter into new contracts and to

After a man's 


death the administrator, if he sees fit 
and is willing to take the responsibility 
personally, can renew it, but if he signs 
it, it is his note. If he pays the note 
and the money goes to the benefit of 
the estate the probate court can allow 
him for it irT his settlement. If the 
note is not paid, if there is objection on 
the part of heirs or creditors the law 
says that the note is not binding on the 
eitate and can not be collected off the 
estate. It is an individual note from 
the administrator. Mr. Holeombmade 
some reference to a note held by a Cin- 
cinnati bank which, he had renewed, 
and had been informed that he was 
backed up in it by the opinion of Cin- 
cinnati bankers and attorneys. 
But in 


this case the bank held securities that 
they had authority to sell on shTirt no- 
tice if the note was uot paid. The note 
was Mr. Holcouib's individual note. 
This transaction might give one cred- 
itor an advantage over another, and if 
the estate were not solvent other cred- 
itors would have a right to complain. 
The probate court would have authority 
to allow Mr. Holcomb for the interest 
paid.

sued him to recover the money. The 
Ohio supreme court held that he could 
not sue in his own name, but that the 
county commissioners could sue. The 
public is not to be cheated out of 
•just dues because an agent fails to per- 
form his duties. 
Concerning the right of the council 


to euier into new contract and release 
sureties and take the mortgages as 
sureties, Mr. Hutehins said that that 
led him to examine the powers and 
duties of the city council, what they 
could and what they could not do. The 
Ohio state constitution gave the legisla- 
ture authority to do anything not ex- 
pressly prohibited. Co unties and cities 
"are not arms of the state government. 
Tho rule in law is that they are invest- 
ed with such powers as are conferred 
aud none other. It is a mistake to sun- 
pose " their power is unlimited. The 
council had no authority to accept this 
proposition. It had the Davis estate as 
securities and also had the benefit of the 
mortgage on city property and the Vir- 
ginia property. liy the doctrine of sub- 
rogation, securities in the bands of a 
man who goes security for another, 
inure directly to the benefit of the 
creditor. For instance, A owes 1!, and 
C goes his security; A gives C notes or 
mortgages to indemnify him against 
loss; A doss not owe his security any- 
thing and in event of his failure to pay 
he can realize on securities and they 
\villlhus directly benefit the creditor. 
This doctrine was as old us the law it- 
self. 
IS dated back to the time when 


the .mind of man runneth not to the 
contrary. Dozens of cases could be 
cited in which the same thing was held. 


As things are now; the mortgages arc 


in favor of the Davis estate and Mr. 
Spry stands as double security for 
money due the city, and is held in trust 
for use and benefit of the creditor to
